The Publishers Seek Aid of the Jobbers 


in Their Prosecution. 


The Paper Committee of the American Newspaper Publishers’ 
Association Sends Out a Circular Letter Asking for Data 
Concerning Alleged Combination of the Manufacturers. 





The American Newspaper Publishers’ Association has sent out 
broadcast to members of the paper trade a personal and confiden- 
tial letter asking for information in regard to an alleged 
combination of the paper manufacturers to raise prices. The letter 
bears the names of Don C, Seitz and John Norris, of the associa- 
tion’s committee on paper. 

It is said that the publishers have taken this means of gaining 
what evidence or information they can in order that they may 
strengthen their request for an investigation by the Federal Gov- 
ernment. The letter gives a list of questions, and also a separate 
blank containing the same question, with space for an answer under 
each one. The publishers pledge themselves to strict confidence 
on any information furnished them.

Dear Str—We assume that when paper manufacturers combine 
to raise the price of paper and to eliminate jobbers the interests of 
the jobbers and the consumers become identical. We also assume 
that you are aware of the methods by which paper manufacturers 
are dealing directly with customers and dispensing with the jobber. 

On behalf of the buyers of news print paper we ask your co- 
operation in exposing and destroying the combination whereby 
paper manufacturers have undertaken to stop competition and to 
apportion customers according to arrangements and divisions 
between themselves, without the consent of either jobber or cus- 
tomer. We are informed and believe, and expect to be able to 
prove, that jobbers are unable to obtain quotations from any mill 
except under a predetermined arrangement between manufacturers 
or their selling agents, and that these quotations are given to the 
jobber only upon the conditien that he first state the name of his 
customer and the purposes for which the paper is to be used. Such 
conditions are unhealthy and destructive of the jobbers business 
as well as that of his customer, Will you not give us the benefits 
of your information upon the following points, all of which will 
be received under the distinct pledge of confidence? 

1. In what specific instances have the paper manufacturers elimi- 
nated the jobber? 

2. What notices have been received from mills, instructing job- 
bers to refuse further orders for paper? 

3. What information have you of arrangements between paper 
manufacturers for the advance of prices or the stoppage of com- 





petition, or the apportionment of customers, or the restraint of 
trade? 

4. Have you any information respecting meetings of manufac- 
turers held for any of the above purposes? If so, please give date 
and names of those present. 

5. To what mills have your supplies or those of your customers 
been restricted, and under what limitations? 

6. From what selling agents are you permitted to receive quota-

tions: 

7. What instructions have you received about disclosing the 
names of your customers, and the uses to which paper so sup- 
plied may be put. 

8. What information have you respecting the regulation of ship- 
ments from mills by so called traffic managers or selling agents. 

9. What information have you relating to withdrawal of quota- 
tions by manufacturers? 

10. What information have you relating to premiums offered 
customers for the transfer of paper supply from one mill to 
another, or for change of date of expiration of contract? 

11. What knowledge have you of a secret bureau of informa- 
tion, between mills and selling agencies, for exchange of quota- 
tions and supplies of paper? 

12. How do selling prices for foreign shipments compare with 
home market prices? 

13. What inducements have been made for foreign shipments? 

14. What information have you about concert of action in the 
stoppage of mills in summer time? 

15. Any other information bearing directly or remotely upon 
this matter will be appreciated and treated confidentially.

Statement on Production from American Writing.

Hotyoxe, Mass., November 19, 1907.—The publicity department 
of the American Writing Paper Company issued the following 
statement, which was published in the evening papers today: 

“All the mills located in Holyoke belonging to the American 
Writing Paper Company were shut down for one week, begin- 
ning August 5, to allow the Holyoke Water Power Company to 
keep the water out of the canals, for the purpose of making re- 
pairs and allow new construction work 

“Production has been curtailed at the following divisions, since 
July 1, on account of lack of orders: 

“George C. Gill Paper Company division, one week; Holyoke 
Paper Company division, one week; Mt. Tom Paper Company 
division, two weeks; Parsons Paper Company division, three 
weeks, and Riverside Paper Company division, No. 1 mill, one 
week. 

“Tt is the policy of the company to curtail production whenever 
any division does not receive orders enough to keep it running.” 

Treasurer Holbrook, of the company, refused to discuss the 
matter this evening, and referred all inquiries to President Cald- 
well, who could not be reached at his home in Springfield.

CREDITORS OF GROVE MILLS MOAN. 


The Reading of the Company's Statement Empties the Meeting 
Room—Liabilities, $394,000; Nominal Assets, $18,000— 
An Inherited Load of Mortgages, Notes and Debts. 


A meeting of the creditors of the Grove Mills Paper Company 
was held at the New York office of the company, 38 Park row, on 
Tuesday afternoon of this week, in response to the following letter, 
which was sent out to all the creditors by L. A. Crafts, vice presi- 
dent of the company: 

To the Creditors of the Grove Mills Paper Company: 

GENTLEMEN—The financial situation is such that it has become 
impossible for this company to use its promissory notes or procure 
raw material on credit, and in consequence it has become necessary 
to shut down the mill and suspend its operations. 

Under these circumstances it has been thought best to call a 
meeting of its creditors to be held November 19, 1907, at 2 o’clock 
p. m., at the New York office of the company, 38 Park row, Rgom 
No. 804, New York city. 

You are respectfully requested to attend. 

Yours very truly, Grove Mitts Paper Company, 

(Signed) L. A. Crafts, Vice President. 

The list of the creditors, figuratively speaking, would look like 
a reprint of portions of the paper stock and mill supply department 
of Lockwood's Directory. 

The meeting started sharply at 2 p. m., and the*majority of the 
creditors or their representatives were on hand. A statement of 
the company’s financial condition was read to the creditors by 
Mr. Cole, counsel for Mr. Crafts, and when he finished his report 
most of the creditors left the meeting in disgust. One of the dis- 
gusted creditors said: “Why, the statement itself shows that there 
is absolutely nothing left for the creditors. I remember the time 
the same mil] was in trouble before, when it was operated under 
a different name. At that time some of the creditors got at least 
the price of a box of cigars out of it, but this time they don’t even 
get carfare. According to the statement of the company, I would 
figure out the situation this way: 


LIABILITIES, 
First mortgage 
Second mortgage 
Notes outstanding (?) 
Current indebtedness 


The mill 
Raw material, manufactured stock, etc. (?) 


Those of the creditors who remained after the report was made 
got into a wrangle as to what should be done. It was finally de- 
cided to petition the company into bankruptcy, and three of the 
Newburgh, N. Y., creditors, being nearest the plant, were to act as 
petitioning creditors. 

The officials of the company after the meeting declined to make 
any statement in regard to the company’s affairs. 

A peculiar feature of the meeting, which was noticed by some of 
the creditors, was the fact that none of the creditors holding the 
notes put in ‘an appearance. It is said that $175,000 of these notes 
was taken over by Mr. Crafts from the old company. It is claimed 
that he issued notes to the extent of $50,000 upon his taking hold of 
the property about two years ago. It is said that $35,000 of the 
money raised on the notes went to pay old current indebtedness 
against the mill and $15,000 was retained for working capital.

Creditors Contending Over Control of Friend Company. 

Dayton, Ohio, November 19, 1907.—The contest for the con- 
trol of the Friend Paper Company is on in earnest, the company 
having been forced into the bankruptcy court at Cincinnati last 
week by several Eastern creditors, acting through their attorneys, 
Kramer & Kramer. 

The action taken is practically that for the removal of Re- 
ceiver H. L. Newell, for some years connected with the American 
Envelope Company, a subsidiary corporation, and more recently 
with the Friend Company. Mr. Newell was named as receiver 
by the Common Pleas Court in this city upon application of J. 
Howard Friend, the president of the company and the largest 
creditor. 

The petitioning creditors are few in number and do not repre- 
sent large claims. They are: Seigbert & Brother, New York, 
$879.86; the O’Bannion Corporation of New York, $2,336.98, and 
the Union Sulphur Company, a New Jersey corporation, $423.34. 

Mr. Friend brought his receivership proceedings here on Octo- 
ber 30, alleging that the company owed over $300,000 on notes on 
which he was surety. The Friend Company admitted liabilities 
exceeding $1,000,000. 

In the petition filed at Cincinnati last Wednesday it is stated 
that the indebtedness of the Friend Company aggregates more than 
$1,500,000. It is also claimed that since the receivership proceed- 
ings the company has secured several valuable contracts, and for 
this reason the bankruptcy court is requested to have the business 
conducted as a going concern for a limited time in order that 


most of the raw material on hand can be worked up and used.

Interests connected with the new mill now under construction 
at Phillipsdale (East Providence), R. I., have asked the city au 
thorities of Providence for an exemption of taxes for a period 0! 
ten years. It is announced that the property would represent an 
investment of about $175,000 when completed, that the mill was 
being put up by individual investors, and that the company was 
not incorporated yet. The city council granted the exemption.

OPPOSE PROHIBITION. 


Two Prominent Canadian Officials Con- 
demn the Project. 





Senator Edwards, of Rockland, Ont., and Lieutenant Governor 
Tweedie, of New Brunswick, Make Public Their Views on 
the Question of Stopping the Export of Pulp Wood. 


[From OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Toronto, Canada, November 18, 1907.—Two prominent men have 
recently made public their views on the pulp wood question, and 
both have condemned the project to impose an export duty on pulp 
wood going into the United States. The position of these men and 
the significance of their opposition to an export duty become appar- 
ent when the situation is looked into. The Toronto Globe, the lead- 
ing Government organ, and a number of other important Liberal 
journals have for some months carried on a strong campaign for 
the imposition of an export duty. The people of Ontario are quite 
willing for such a plan, because their provincial government already 
prohibits the export of pulp wood cut on Crown lands, and the 
amount cut on private lands is not large. In Ontario it is not there- 
fore a very burning question, and it is not one likely to gain the 
Federal Government many votes. 

In Quebec and the Maritime Provinces, on the other hand, the 
provincial governments do not prohibit the export of Crown lands 
pulp wood, but in fact rather encourage it, so that an export duty 
would meet with considerable opposition, Now, politically the Fed- 
eral Government is strong in Quebec and the Maritime Provinces 
and weak in Ontario. Thus broadly the policy of putting on an ex- 
port duty will do little or nothing for the Government in Ontario, 
while unless the present campaign arouses considerable enthusiasm 
it may do the Government considerable harm in the provinces where 
its friends are. In view of these circumstances it is worth noticing 
who these two men are who come out in opposition to the policy. 

The first is Senator W, C, Edwards, of Ottawa and Rockland. 
Senator Edwards is one of the great lumbermen of Canada, holding 
limits chiefly in the Province of Quebec. He contemplates going 
into the manufacture of pulp and paper, so that his words have 
added weight with men who do not know much about timber, and 
who have been accustomed for years to look to men like Senator 
Edwards for guidance. Besides this Senator Edwards is a Liberal 
who has stayed with his party through good times and evil times, 
and his residence at Ottawa and his admitted standing on all for- 
estry questions peculiarly give him the ear of the Government. 

In a long letter which he wrote to the Montreal Witness, an old 
time Liberal paper of more or less independent tendencies, but gen- 
erally supporting the Government, Senator Edwards points out that 
any restrictions upon the exportation of pulp wood would circum- 
scribe the market and place the farmer or lumberman who has pulp 
wood to sell at the mercy of a limited number of pulp and paper 
mills. Again Senator Edwards finds that the United States market 
is of great advantage to the small limit holder and the farmer who 
has pulp wood to sell, and he would not consent to have this natural 
market cut off. The contention of those who say that the prohibi- 
tion of the export of pulp wood would force United States manu- 
facturers of pulp and paper to set up immediately their establish- 
ments here Senator Edwards regards as a fallacy. He also regards 
as a fallacy the contention that Canadians could capture the British 
market if we kept all of our pulp wood and gave none of it to 
United States manufacturers to make paper with. He contends that 
the reason that Canadians cannot sell paper in Great Britain today 
is because of the cheap and convenient Scandinavian pulp and the 
low cost of capital and labor in England. His contention is that 
Canada’s duty is not to shut out buyers, but to develop her pulp 
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wood resources to the utmost extent by adopting rational and scien- 
tific means for cutting and preserving our timber. This is the con- 
tention of one. very prominent Liberal, a man who has made an im- 
mense fortune in the lumber business, and who proposes to go into 
paper making. It is certainly a pretty staggering blow to the cam- 
paign being carried on by other members of the party. 

The other person who has spoken out is His Honor Lieutenant 
Governor Tweedie, of New Brunswick, the province which, next to 
Quebec, has perhaps the most interest in this question. Mr. Tweedie 
is a Liberal, a leader in his own province, and appointed to his 
present post by Sir Wilfrid Laurier. Mr, Tweedie is not a lum- 
berman, but he has made a study of the forestry conditions in his 
own province, and when Premier in 1906 he was the author of the 
Public Domain act, designed to regulate the cutting of timber so as 
to perpetuate the forests, In an address before the Canadian Club 
of St. John a few nights ago he argued that conditions were differ 
ent in New Brunswick from those in Ontario. 

The Lieutenant Governor said he was convinced that those who 
advocated an export duty had not thoroughly studied the question. 
He was convinced that the number of pulp and paper mills to be 
built in New Brunswick for years to come would be small, as there 
were few water powers and generally conditions were not the most 
favorable. He did not hold that the cutting of trees for pulp wood 
was a menace, because if a proper system of cutting were carried 
out a large supply might be secured for the pulp mills without doing 
any appreciable damage to the forest lands of the province. Into 
the question of cutting, survey and fire ranging he went at consid- 
erable length in order to elucidate his main contention. 

In dealing with this address editorially the St. John Globe, a lead- 
ing Liberal paper of New Brunswick, approves of the remarks of 
His Honor, and adds some reasons of its own based on the old Lib- 
eral policy of freedom of trade. It says on this point: “Several spe- 
cial reasons could be advanced why the production of pulp wood for 
foreign consumption should not be subject to an export duty. If 
the imposition of such a duty is a sound thing in regard to pulp 
wood it ought to be equally sound as respects every article which we 
export in a raw state. The aim of the present agitation is to secure 
for the pulp makers and paper makers of Ontario and Quebec the 
pulp wood of this province without the competition to which the 
foreign purchaser subjects them. It is a proposition intended to re- 
strict trade, to take away from the producer of pulp wood the free 
right to enter the markets of the world and to limit him to a portion 
of the Dominion, In addition to this the levying of export duties 
is always sure to work injustice, as it acts as a special tax upon indi- 
vidual industries.” 

This, then, is the situation, The Liberal press of Ontario, with a 
few followers in Quebec, is carrying on an agitation for an export 
duty. On the other hand Senator Edwards and Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor Tweedie, to mention but two prominent men, are squarely 
against it, and the St. John Globe opposes it both on the grounds of 
expediency and Liberal principles. Parliament will meet in a few 
days, and in due course wil] doubtless take up this question, but at 
present the odds seem in favor of no duty being imposed, at this ses- 
sion at all events. Then after this session there wil] probably be a 
general election, and after that no one can predict. L 





Just after the above was written the pulp and paper manufac- 
turers of Quebec and eastern Ontario met at Montreal and decided 
to push on the work for an export duty. This shows that the cam- 
paign will not lack vigor, but otherwise it cannot be said to modify 
the foregoing. E. 


Pioneer Mill at West Milton, N. Y., Stops Running. 


At a meeting of the creditors of the Pioneer Paper Mills, held 
at Saratoga last Saturday, it was decided by the court and trustees 
to cease operating the mill, owing to the present financial condi- 
tions of the country. 
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SENSIBLE CUTTING—NOT PROHIBITION. 


Senator Edwards, the Well Known Canadian Lumberman, 
Claims That Prohibition of Log Exports Is Not What Is 
Needed, But Proper Regulation of the Cutting. 


The following letter on the pulp wood question, written by Sen- 
ator W. C. Edwards, of Rockland, Province of Ontario, Canada, ap- 
peared in a recent number of the Witness: 

To the Editor of the Witness: 

Sir—I notice that of late you have opened your columns in an im- 
partial way to a consideration of the pulp wood question, which is 
being agitated by the Canadian pulp and paper makers and a num- 
ber of our newspapers. Your attitude seems more one of inquiry as 
to the true merits of the question than of partisan support of the 
views put forward by those advocating an export duty or absolute 
prevention of export; for there are those who advocate even the 
latter extreme position. 

In your issue of the 19th inst. you set forth the views of the re-, 
strictionists; but suggest that after all their opinions may not be 
prompted entirely from patriotic motives; that self interest may pos- 
sibly have some influence; that there may be something that might 
be said on the other side of the question by pulp wood producers 
and sellers, and you invite a statement of their views. 

I approach this subject with some hesitancy. First, I have neither 
the time nor disposition for newspaper controversy. And next, I am 
not exactly of the class from whom you invite a discuesion of this 
matter, but am a lumber manufacturer, making plans and inquiry at 
the moment to embark in the near future in pulp and paper manu- 
facturing also; at the same time I am unable to share the views of 
those who would hinder or restrict the export of pulp wood. I will 
admit at once that I am a radical free trader, believing in no restric- 
tions or hindrances to trade, and no penalties imposed on the many 
for the enrichment of the few. But apart from the question of trade 
principle the subject is a large one, and one of the greatest im- 
portance to Canada—and more particularly the Province of Quebec, 
which possesses by far the greater areas of spruce timber and most 
numerous water powers, which, if conserved and well administered, 
will place the Province of Quebec at no very distant day in a posi- 
tion as a manufacturing province which will be the envy of all the 
states and provinces on the continent. The competition will be as 
between power produced with coal at a cost of $45 to $60 per horse 
power per annum, or electrical power produced by water at $15 per 
horse power, or possibly less; and as coal is a diminishing quantity, 
and as the water powers will go on forever if not destroyed by de- 
nudation of the forests, there can be but one outcome, viz., the su- 
premacy in manufacturing of the country which owns the greater 
share of water powers. In this particular Canada is supreme, and 
Quebec is by far the most fortunate of our Canadian provinces, 
being richer in water powers than any other. So that, in my opin- 
ion, the subject is one to be dealt with on broad principles. 

The general welfare of Quebec is the question, and not that of in- 
dividuals or sections, The province has adopted the policy of plac- 
ing its timber areas under license to lumbermen, to cut the timber 
under certain regulations. Legitimate farmers own on their farms 
more or less spruce timber, There are a limited number of pulp 
and paper mills scattered over the province. Any restriction to the 
exportation of pulp wood would circumscribe the market, and place 
the lumberman or farmer who has pulp wood to sell at their mercy. 
This is the condigion those interests are asking for, and to promote 
what they have in view they have got certain of our newspapers 
worked up to a frenzy in the fear that in a few years our pulp wood 
resources will be exhausted and that there is not only the danger 
of dearer paper, but an exhaustion of the raw material for its pro- 
duction at no distant day. 


It is set forth that the American supply of pulp wood is nearly 


exhausted, and that unless the paper making interests of that 
country are hindered they will gobble up our entire pulp wood 
resources in a very few years; and they are greatly exercised as 
to the future of our forests. While not among those who believe 
that the American supply of wood for paper making is so nearly 
exhausted as many think it is, I at the same time believe that 
they are overbuilt in pulp and paper faills relative to their supply 
of raw material, and that it is a convenience to get a portion of 
their pulp wood from Canada—a most decided advantage to the 
small limit holder and to the farmer who has pulp wood to sell. 
We have, however, among ui those"who would cut off this mar- 
ket.. Again, we have those who believe that the paper mills of 
the United States can be transplanted to Canada at once if only 
the supply of pulp wood is cut off, and they would have our legis- 
lators proceed at once to enact such laws as would bring about 
these results. I cannot think that any fair minded, unselfish Cana- 
dian understanding the question could support any such legisla- 
tion! Canada may have, and I think she has, the greatest supply 
of pulp wood of any country; but there are other countries which 
have large quantities of the article; and it will be many years 
before the world will have to look exclusively to Canada for its 
supply; and the erection of pulp and paper mills in Canada faster 
thari they are now being built would be simply suicidal to the 
paper making business in Canada. Our market is a limited one. 
The only market freely open to us, Great Britain, we cannot sell 
in profitably today. We can sell Great Britain pulp, but we can- 
not profitably sell her paper. The foreign sale of mechanical pulp 
is an undesirable business. I admit at once that the desirable 
article for us to sell is not the pulp wood or the pulp, but the 
finished article—paper, and I will be greatly pleased when we are 
in a position to do it; but we are not in that position today. 


We cannot sell in Great Britain today, because of cheap and 
convenient Scandinavian and North of Europe pulp going into 
the British market at much lower rates of freight than we can 
supply it; and also because of the perfection of manufacture and 
the cheaper capital involved in paper making in Great Britain. 
I have just investigated the matter at considerable expense and 
am surprised at the conditions. One of the most perfect paper 
making mills in the world is to be found near Paris in France. 
But Great Britain is high up and almost supreme as a paper 
making country; and under her open market conditions, just so 
long as her present supply of pulp continues, we cannot hope to 
invade that market to any great extent in the sale of paper. The 
people of the United States being under tariff tyranny, we can- 
not at present find a market there; but in due course both these 
markets will be available'to us in a natural way; and ‘until they 
are, what is the proper course for Canada to pursue? In my 
opinion the proper business course is to carefully husband our 
timber resources; but the proper way to manage this is not by 
the limitation of the sale of our timber lands, and not by the 
restriction of fhe sale of the lumber produced in any form which 
the producer wishes to sell it in. He should be a free man to 
sell it in such form as he pleases, and where he pleases. But the 
great and important question is the administration and manage- 
ment of our forest areas. In pine, the Province of Quebec can- 
not hope for a continuous supply; it will become exhausted far too 
soon. But the spruce areas of the province need never be exhaust- 
ed if only rational means are adopted and enforced. The ques- 
tion should not be where or how the timber shall be sold when 
cut. The question should be what shall be cut. 

Now, what are the facts? In the best interests of our spruce for- 
ests, and their conservation, is it that too muclt of our timber is 
being cut annually? Not at all! It is that it is not being properly 
cut? I think it is reasonably safe to say that more timber dies annu- 
ally in the Province of Quebec than is cut down by the woodsman’s

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KATAHDIN MILL STARTS UP AGAIN. 


‘The Men Have Returned to Work Under the Old Conditions 
—DManager Jones Says “‘the Best of Feeling Exists’ Between 
Him and the Men—Unbleached Mills Not Unionized. 


Bancor, Me., November 19, 1907.—Fresident Jones, of the Ka- 
tahdin Pulp and Paper Company, whose mill at Lincoln was closed 
October 29 on account of anticipated demands by the men for a 
three tour system and advance of wages, announced last Sunday 
night that the men have applied for reinstatement under the old 
conditions. The acid plant will be started Monday morning. Pulp 
will probably not be made till Friday morning of this week. 

The labor troubles resulting in the shutdown have already been 
described. The employees of the plant recently organized a local 
branch of the International Pulp, Sulphite and Paper Mill Work- 
ers’ Brotherhood. They received several visits from General 
Orgaimzer Rosengrave, of Fort Edward, New York, one of the 
union’s prominent officials, and late in October the managers of 
the company received what they believed conclusive information 
that Mr. Rosengrave was about to demand that the system at the 
plant be changed from the two shift plan. Being neither willing 
nor able to comply with such a demand, and wishing to forestall 
the difficulties which seemed about to arise, Mr. Jones and his 
associates closed the plant entirely on October 29, and each of the 
175 men was formally paid off and discharged. 

“During the past two weeks,” said Mr. Jones, “the men have 
expressed a willingness to return to work under exactly the old 
conditions—the same hours and the two shift instead of the three 
shift plan—and we shall reopen on this basis. With a very few 
exceptions, all will be taken back, and we hope that matters will 
go as smoothly in the future as they have in the past—with the 
exception of the present little difficulty. 

“There are two points which I wish to emphasize. The first 
is that the best of feelings have always existed between myself 
and the men, many of whom have been in my employ ever since 
the mill was built. There has not been the slightest trace of 
personal bitterness, and we shall be mutually pleased, I think, that 
matters have been straightened out so amicably and smoothly. 

“The second point is that every mill in the world making un- 
bleached sulphite is run on the same system as ours. Not one of 
them is a union mill, and not one has adopted the three-shift 
plan. You will readily see how we could not have granted the 
union’s demand and still have held our own with the other mills in 
business competition.” 


Kansas City Star Loses Stock of Paper. 

Kansas City, Mo., November 18, 1907—The efforts of the 
fire department in putting out a fire in the Missouri Building re- 
sulted in a loss of about $20,000 to the Kansas City Star. It is 
reported that g00 rolls of white paper and other property in the 
basement were ruined by water. 


Dynamite Explosion Damages Glen Mills (Pa.) Mill. 


Cuester, Pa.. November 18, 1907—The greatestexplosion that 
has taken place in the neighborhood of Glen Mills in a number of 
years occurred on Wednesday of last week. A quantity of dyna- 
mite, 900 pounds, or nearly half a ton, was discharged by accident 
on the land of the General Crushed Stone Company. The damage 
is estimated at $25,000 to $50,000. 

The Glen Mills Paper Company has a mill on the Chester Creek 
directly opposite the quarry. A stone said to weigh 150 pounds 
was hurled through the roof, and this, alighting upon a great 
girder extending across the building, broke the girder and went 
on down through the building. Shitgles on the roof were turned 
upside down by the force of the air current created by the blast. 


Employees in the mill were struck by flying glass, which cut them 
about the faces and” bodies, but it is said not seriously. Mrs. 
William Harper, wife of the superintendent, was sitting in the 
paper mill office, with her child on her lap. She was struck on the 
face with broken glass, it is said. 

It was said in West Chester last night that the paper mills, 
which have been in existence for many years, might quit business 
there and seek another location. At Glen Mills many years ago 
paper for United States currency was made, and since then many 
varieties have been turned out. The special kind of late has been 
a thin parchment paper used for wrapping butter, and for other 
articles of this kind.

axe. The question, then, is: “Will this process exhaust the forest?” 
By no means. From sixty to seventy years is about the life of a 


, Spruce tree, and under these natural conditions reproduction goes 


steadily on. Then how is it that the forests are being exhausted? 
The answer is: By forest fires caused mostly by squatters on the 
limits; by camping parties; fishermen, hunters, and recently by ex- 
plorers for minerals; also by the passage of railways through or 
near the timber areas, and by settlers on land, both legitimate and 
illegitimate. One most fruitful source of destruction, I admit at 
once, is the pretended settler buying or pretending to buy land for 
settlement, which in reality is intended for himself or some pirate 
lumberman to cut upon, smuggling off the timber, robbing both 
the limit holder and the Crown. And as under these circumstances 
there is no limit to the size of cutting, the territory so cut is ex- 
hausted entirely. 

I quite admit that the high price of pulp wood in the last few 
years has greatly stimulated this means of devastation. But is the 
cure in restricting in any way the disposal of the article produced? 
By no means. The cure rests in a proper administration and regu- 
lating of cutting on our Crown lands, and in guarding against in 
every possible way forest fires. 

Having said all this, I may very well be asked, then, what would 
your plan be for the preservation and perpetuation of the forest re 
sources of the Province of Quebec? My answer is that two inter- 
ests for the future of Quebec are paramount—the preservation of 
her forests and of her water powers. Take care of the former, and 
the latter will take care of itself, Destroy the first, and you destroy 
the latter. Then the question is, Can the latter be preserved? I say 
yes; decidedly yes, Instead of restricting the operations of the area 
to be lumbered upon encourage the operation of lumbering all over 
the province as soon as it practically can be done. Every square 
mile of the timber area of the province should be operated, thereby 
allowing no timber to die of old age; but, instead, cutting the old 
timber, and cut no timber whatever under a regulation size to be 
determined upon. The determination of the smallest diameter of 
cutting to be ascertained by such an inquiry as would establish the 
annual growth on a fixed area. Separate the lands only suitable for 
timber production from the lands suitable for agriculture, and allow 
no encroachment of settlement dangerously near to the timber areas. 
Build fo tailways through timber areas. 

True, with all these precautions, there will be some forest fires. 
In time spruce areas so destroyed will reproduce; and if only the 
annual growth is cut on the timbered areas, and no more, I think it 
will be agreed that our forest resources will go on in perpetuity and 
never will become exhausted. It is in this manner, and in this man- 
ner alone, that the remedy can be applied, and not in export duties 
or in any such restrictive measure; and it does appear to me that a 
consideration and adoption of this plan is one more to be considered 
by the Canadian people than tariff wars or anything of the kind.

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NATIONAL ASSOCIATION OF STOCK MEN. 


As the Boston Dealers Are Now Organizing the Project of Form- 
ing a National Association Is Again Revived—Dinner of the 
New York Association—Quaker City Stock Men Guests. 


One of the possibilities of the near future, as a result of the 
dinner and entertainment given in conjunction with the regular 
monthly meeting of the New York Stock Dealers’ Association, 
held on Wednesday evening of last week at Mouquin’s restaurant 
on Fulton street, is the formation of a national organization of 
paper stock men. 

President Scott, of the New York association, stated that the 
paper stock men of Boston were preparing to form a local organi- 
zation, and, with New York, Philadelphia and Boston organized, 
it. was the opinion of those present that it would be an easy 
matter to form a national body. 

The meeting was probably the largest gathering of paper stock 
interests in the East in some years. In addition to a number of 
the leading members of the Philadelphia association, who were 
present as guests of the New York association, there was a full 
representation of the members in the latter association, about sixty- 
five stock men from both associations being present. 

The first item on the program was the dinner, which was served 
at 6:30 o'clock. Just before the dinner commenced President Scott 
in a brief address extended a hearty welcome to the visiting dele- 
gation from Philadelphia, and expressed the hope that no one was 
present who had a weak appetite. . 

Following the dinner a short business session was held by the 
association. Mr. Scott then introduced J. I. Lenhart, president of 
the Philadelphia Stock Dealers’ Association, as the first speaker 
of the evening, who spoke as follows: 

“Mr. President, members of the New York Paper Stock Deal- 
ets’ Association arid friends, I wish to thank you on behalf of the 
Philadelphia Paper Stock Dealers’ Association for your kind in- 
vitation to be present with you this evening, and I will say that we 
are delighted to be here. I must congratulate your association 
on the good work it has done and is doing for the benefit of the 
trade, and I feel very sure that if we consider for a moment we 
shall find these benefits cannot be overestimated; the very existence 
of your association acts as a powerful agency in preventing the 
abuses which you were established to correct, in addition to your 
direct efforts in that direction. We of the Philadelphia Paper 
Stock Dealers’ Association are with you in every effort to benefit 
trade conditions, and I extend you, Mr. President, and through 
you to your members, a hearty welcome to any of our meetings in 
Philadelphia. I thank you, Mr. President, for your courtesy in 
calling upon me, and for the happy privilege of meeting you and 
your associates.” 

P. O'Neill, of P. O’Neill & Co., of Philadelphia, was the next 
speaker to be introduced. Mr. O'Neill made a very able and witty 
address. He referred to conditions in the trade years ago, when 
an exchange was in existence in New York, and also disapproved 
of the ruinous competition which the stock men have allowed 
themselves to engage in the past, traces of which, he said, were 
still in existence. He was strongly in favor of all members of the 
trade co-operating for the benefit of the business and advocated 
the forming of a national association. 

At the conclusion of Mr. O’Neill’s speech, Mr. Scott, after he 
had introduced Edward Hemingway, of William Hemingway & 
Co., of Philadelphia, as the next speaker, said that a communica- 
tion had been received from Boston, which contained the informa- 
tion that an effort to organize the stock men in that city would 
be made in the near future. 

Mr. Hemingway spoke briefly, but he proved to be the “Simeon 
Ford” of the occasion, and his remarks were greeted with laughter. 

The last speaker was Frank C. Overton, of Castle, Gottheil & 


Overton, of New York. Mr. Overton had not made any prepara- 
tions, but his remarks were forceful and to the point. He urged 
the members of both associations to work in harmony. In regard 
to the packing of stock he said: “We have all been lately violating 
the rules which we adopted in order to prevent abuses in packing. 
There has been a good demand for stock and a good many of 
us have forgotten about our grading of stock. I have been doing 
it, in fact you know that we all have been doing it more or less, 
Lut we must in future try to live up to our rules in this direction 
more strictly.” Mr. Overton said that he was strongly in favor 
of a national association of stock men, and believed that it would 
be a comparatively easy matter with local organizations in Bos- 
ton, New York and Philadelphia to form a national association 
with those three cities to start with. Mr. Overton’s remarks were 
heartily applauded. 

This being the end of the speechmaking, President Scott turned 
the remainder of the evening over to F, H. Chase, secretary of the 
association, who had in charge the entertainment features for the 
occasion. The program was as follows: Part I, piano selections, 
by Mr. Havens; monologue, by Ed. Rice; musical specialties, by 
Murfay Brothers, and songs and dances, by Miss Sadie Hart. 
Part II, baritone solo, by Mr. Havens; sleight-of-hand, by Mr. 
Van Camp; monologue, by Ed. Rice, and imitations and songs, by 
Miss Sadie Hart. 

A few jokes on the local trade were introduced by the Murray 
Brothers and others. Those getting hit were Frank C. Overton, 
Tames Courtney, Thomas Norton and Fred. H. Chase. Mr. Chase 
was congratulated upon the excellence of his part of the program 
and the high class qualities of the different performers. 

The Philadelphia association was represented by J. I. Lenhart, 
D. J. Murphy, Edward Corner, J. J. Chaulk, Edward Hemingway, 
of William Hemingway & Co.; Simon Weil, of Morris Weil &

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BUYING RESTRICTED TO CURRENT NEEDS. 


The Demand for Paper in the Big Market Has Been Affected by 
the Money Situation—Sales Not Being Forced—Trade 
Conditions Essentially Sound—Prices Being Held. 


Taking trade conditions as a whole in the New York market 
there appears to have been some improvement in sentiment if not 
in business this week, and with the complete restoration of con- 
fidence a better demand is looked for in the near future. The 
financial stringency has been relieved considerably at all the leading 
commercial centres, and particularly in New York, In the West 
the scarcity of currency is still a troublesome feature, but so far 
the business interests of that part of the country have not experi- 
enced much difficulty in marketing their products. The panicky 
feeling prevalent for some weeks past in all commercial lines has 
almost entirely disappeared, and now that the folly of hoarding 
their money being pursued by all classes of depositors has been 
demonstrated the whole situation is expected to right iself very 
rapidly. General banking conditions have withstood the strain and 
with few exceptions have been proven sound. All that is really 
required to restore to the business world its former prosperity is 
the replacing in the banks of all hoarded moneys which have been 
removed unnecessarily from circulation. When this has been ac- 
complished the credit facilities of the country will be established 
on a firm basis again, and there will be plenty of money to meet 
the needs of all legitimate enterprises. In the meantime all 
classes of consumers are curtailing their purchases as much as 
possible. The paper business has been no exception, and the pre- 
vailing quietness in the trade is due to the conservative buying 
of consumers. The demand for paper has suffered perhaps in 
about the same proportion as all other commodities. The leading 
jobbers continue to report that sales, while only sufficient to meet 
immediate necessities of consumers, are nevertheless, taken col- 
lectively, maintaining an average movement. The dealers are not 
making any special efforts to get new business, being contented 
to let the demand take its regular course. An official of one of 
the principal jobbing houses, in speaking of market conditions, 
said: “Last month our collections were just about 25 per cent. 
of what is customary under normal conditions. Around the first 
of November they improved a little, but this was only temporary. 
We have a good stock of paper on hand, and for that reason we 
are placing very few orders with the mills, Our customers are 
only buying what is absolutely necessary; this means, of course, 
that the drain on our regular stock will be very much smaller as 
long as the financial stringency continues.” Most of the dealers 
are in much the same position, and the majority are inclined to 
let the demand “drift along,” as it were. With the manufacturers 
new business is rather slow, but none of them seem alarmed 
over the situation. As a matter of fact most of them are not 
anxious to book any new orders while the present financial flurry 
is in progress. As far as can be learned none of the mills are 
short of orders as yet, and all are reported to be still running on full 
time. Most of the mills are now able to make fairly prompt deliy- 
eries. News paper is still the most active grade, the other grades 
being affected by the retrenchment policy of consumers. Prices are 
holding just as firm, and there seems no probability of any weaken- 
ing despite the smaller demand for paper. 





Uncertainty Affects Holyoke Mills.

Trade with the mills in western Massachusetts at the present 
writing is uncertain, owing to the financial stringency, but it is ex- 
pected that business will right itself within a short time, and that 
the mills will be able to run as usual during the winter. It is not 


understood that business in itself has changed materially over last 
week, but it is stated by those in close connection with the mills 
that there is a lack af actual cash on the part of some buyers 
with which to carry on business, and this does not imply that the 
concerns thus affected are not perfectly sound, but that it has been 
on some occasions absolutely impossible to procure the necessary 
money with which to carry on business. 

The various mills in this section are running, but not all of 
them have been running full the past week. Paper has been 
turned out in quantities needed to fill existing orders. 

It is not understood that business has changed materially with 
any of the companies, except that there is a degree of uncertainty, 
and buyers have refused to place many orders this week, except 
for their actual needs, and even in some of these instances it has 
been difficult for them to secure currency for transacting business. 

It was stated by a manufacturer that a Springfield business 
man, receiving a check from a New York jobber for something 
over $1,200 last week, was compelled to send a messenger to 
New York in order to get the money called for in the check. 

It can be stated that business in general has been very good 
with all of the mills up to this week, and that at the present time 
no accurate estimate of the condition of trade can be made from 
any existing condition. The mills are running fairly full, and it 
is not believed that there will have been much change in general 
conditions when the week is rounded out. Ferry. 





Some Falling Off in Boston.

Business developments in local trade circles are not very active 
at the present time, Evidence of a falling off in the consumptive 
demand for paper is beginning to show itself. The difficulty ex- 
perienced by many of the large manufacturing concerns through- 
out New England in obtaining money to meet their weekly payrolls 
has forced a number of plants to close down, and their use of 
paper for the time being is somewhat curtailed. A number of 
orders, in fact, have been cancelled during the past week, while 
some of the large consumers have requested that deliveries be 
withheld until further notice. Jobbers are not buying very heav- 
ily themselves, as they prefer to work off stock on hand rather 
than incur obligations to be met later. Collections come hard, and 
banking accomm@dations are not so easily obtained since the re- 
cent flurry in financial circles. Under such conditions it is only 
natural for business to quiet down a little. The manufacturing 
branch of the trade has not as yet been seriously affected by the 
temporary lull, they seemingly having orders enough on hand to 
keep the mills running full time. Mill representatives are not 
forcing business to the sacrifice of values, So far as can be learned 
mill quotations continue strong. With improvement in banking 
circles the paper business is not likely to experience any curtailment 
for some months to come.

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merchants are apparently chary of very heavy expenditures this 
year. 

While trade is falling off a little now, the indications are that 
the situation is clearing up. There seems tc be a quite general 
belief among responsible firms that the panic, so called, is more 
than all else a scare, which in a few weeks will pass into history, 
but will not be forgotten, because there is just enough dissatis- 
faction with the banks to cause many withdrawals and changes 
of accounts by business men, who have relied upon support and 
teel that they have failed to receive consideration to which they 
were justly entitled. 

There have been no marked changes in prices during the 
week, and any. advances would, under present conditions, be pre- 
mature. The attitude, however, of the wholesale paper houses is 
voiced in this remark of the credit manager and treasurer of a 
leading Chicago house: “Our men unite in asking, ‘What shall 
we do? Shall we stay out and plug for orders or give it up 
and come in?’ I answer them, ‘Stay out, by all means; talk 
confidently; tell your customers this is only a scare and will be 
over within a few weeks. In the meantime do as muich business & 
as you can.’” 

There is still a good business in news, and a fair demand for 
books and writings. Wrappings are quiet, compared to what it 
was expected they would be, and it is said that there is some 
slackening in the demand for box board, owing to retrenchment 
iu other and consuming lines. 

Demand for paper stock remains strong, and prices are firm and 
steady. = M. 


A Little Falling Off in Philadelphia. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

PuiLapetpHia, November 19, 1907.—While the financial situa- 
tion has put a period to the upward march of values, it has not ap- 
parently interfered with order placing so far, at least, as the mills 
are concerned. The most hopeful aspect of the situation is that 
while orders are not very large, though made up by numbers, 
there have been comparatively no cancellations. One of the lead- 
ing book mills, after looking over its records, maintains that this 
year shows favorably by comparison with last in the matter of 
cancellations. Collections are, however, very poor. 

The jobbers report a little falling off in business generally. 
There are still many good orders, but no very large ones. The 
consumer is buying only enough for immediate demands. No line 
is dull and none booming, save, perhaps, the building paper 
branch, where the open season makes sales very heavy and at 
good prices. Book continues steady, news is in big demand and 
at very firm prices. wrappings are selling well, and flats and 
writings are quiet. E. R. G. 


Business in Fox Valley 0. K.—Outlook Hopeful. 
[rRom OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

AppLeton, Wis., November 18, 1907.—Business, notwithstanding 
present conditions, is very well. Orders, of course, are not what 
they ought to be at this season of the year, but the mills are man- 
aging to keep pretty busy notwithstanding. Manufacturers uni- 
versally take a hopeful view of the outlook, and think that the un- 
toward conditions are not going to last very long. 

“You can say for me,” said one of them, “that in 1893 when things 
shut down on us we were carrying practically all our customers on 
time running up fo six months—most of them, in fact, buying on 
six months’ time. Now we have just one customer that does not 
discount his bills. We had two up to a short time ago, but I wrote 
one of them and said: ‘Here, if you want to do business with us, 
you discount our bills, and promptly, too,’ and he wired back: “You 
fill my order; check mailed you tonight.’ So you see things are a 
good deal different from what they were in ’93. Then the banks 
were full of customers’ paper, indorsed by the manufacturer, and 
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when the customer couldn’t pay, then it was up to the manufacturer 
to make an arrangement with his bank. What we want in the 
banking business is not ‘asset currency’ or any more currency par- 
ticularly, for the matter of that; what we want and are going to 
have is character in our bankers. The New York Clearing House 
made a beginning; now let the good work go on.” 

“IT believe,” said another manufacturer to me, “that the paper 
business is naturally going to feel this some. You couldn’t expect 
anything else. People are not going to buy any more paper than 
they have got to have, you can set that down. But conditions are 
very much different from what they have been at previous panic 
times, and we are going to get over this quicker. 

“So far as I can see,” he continued, “the price of paper will not 
be affected. People may think that the price of paper will have a 
tendency to come down, but I cannot see why it should. Contracts 
have been made already for next year for chemical wood, foreign 
sulphite and other materials, frequently at advances from this year’s 
contracts. Then labor, instead of showing a disposition to be con- 
tent with less, is constantly asking for more, And we know that 
the margin of profit will not admit of reductions without coming 
close to the danger point.” Fox River. 


Canada Indirectly Affected—Business All Right. 
~ [FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Toronto, Canada, November 18, 1907.—The situation here just 
now is one of waiting for developments. While the New York 
crash has not affected us directly it has more or less indirectly, and 
some people are getting ready to shorten sail if the commercial sky 
does not brighten. After the first few days in New York’s crisis 
there began to be some cancelling of orders for pulp and paper by 
United States houses, but in the last few days there has been a dis- 
position on the part of a good many to have their shipments con- 
tinue as before. If the outlook continues good for the next few 
days there is a feeling here that the continent is not in for a siege 
of hard times, but will quickly recover from the temporary de- 
pression. 

The shortage of money is blamed entirely for the reduction of 
about 15 cents in the price of wheat, as the conditions all over the 
world do not warrant any belief that wheat will be lower before 
spring. But this drop has been responsible for considerable stagna- 
tion in the movement of wheat from the Canadian West, and this 
means less money in circulation, and consequently reduced general 
business. There dte reports of some wholesale firms here reducing 
their staffs by two or three men, but this is not general, and gene- 
rally speaking there does not seem to be any actual reduction in 
business in this part of Canada to warrant it. Prices continue 
firm and in some cases show an advance. 

Book papers were advanced recently and do not show any disposi- 
tion of going back; straw board, pulp board and filled board have 
each been advanced $3 per ton, while roll news remains at $2.50; nor 
does anyone talk of reduction. Sheet news ranges from $2.75 for 
car lots, $3 for 2 ton lots to $3.25 for small lots. Ground wood 
pulp delivered at the United States mills is selling at from $23 to 
$26. Sulphite pulp is for the most part selling at $2.20‘ delivered, 
though some higher prices are quoted. There still seems a good 
volume of business passing through most of the houses, the general 
trade of this country is all right, and all that is bothering is a finan- 
cial stringency which affects it from outside. If the New York 
market rights itself the outlook is bright. 


Madison, Ind., Mill Changes Ownership. 
Mapison, Ind.. November 18, 1907.—The miN here has been 
purchased by E. C, Rinner, of the Coshocton Corrugating Com- 
pany, of Coshocton, Ohio. The plant will be opened under the 
name of the Rinner Paper Mill Company. It is probable that 
the corrugation works will be moved here. J. V. Scanlan will be 
the superintendent of the mill.

Publishers’ Paper Company Sues for River Pollution. 


Concorp, N. H., November 18, 1907.—The. Publishers’ Paper 
Company, of Portsmouth, N. H., has brought a bill in equity in 
the United “States Court for this district against the lumbering 
firm of J. E. Henry & Sons, of Lincoln, N. H. 

The claim is made that the defendant company has injured the 
business of the plaintiffs by polluting the waters of Pemigewasset 
River, rendering the same injurious to its piping and boilers. The 
court is asked to assess damages and order the further polluting 
of the waters by Henry & Sons stopped. It is alleged that the 
pollution has come from the sulphite works at Lincoln, and that 
the plant of the plaintiffs, built at a cost of $20,000, is rendered 
almost valueless as a productive centre under conditions which 
are alleged to exist. It is understood that negotiations looking 
toward an adjustment by the companies were for a long time under 
way, but finally came to naught. \ 


Fire Scare at I. P.’s Watertown (N. Y.) Mill.

Watertown, N. Y., November 19, 1907——The International 
Paper Company's Sewalls Island Mill, in this city, narrowly es- 
caped destruction by fire Saturday evening.

The Creditors Hold a Meeting and Appoint a Committee to 
Look After Their Interests—Receiver Bell Sends Out a 
Notice for Creditors to Prove and File Claims. 


A creditors’ committee, composed of the larger creditors and 
stockholders of the Traders Paper Board Company, has been or- 
ganized to look after the interests of all the creditors of that com- 
pany. The object of the committee is to procure payment in full 
of all creditors’ claims and to prevent, if possible, expensive and 
unnecessary litigation in regard to the adjustment of the difficul- 
ties. The committee proposes to make an immediate investigation 
of the company’s affairs, the future prospects of the property and 
the business. A report is to be prepared and submitted to all the 
creditors, with recommendations either for a reorganization of the 
company or a prompt liquidation of the available assets. 

All the creditors are asked to co-operate with the committee in 
order to facilitate matters, so that a report can be prepared and 
recommendations made at an early date. James R. Burnet, of 135 
Broadway, New York, counsel to the committee, will furnish cred- 
itors with any other information desired. 

The following letter to the creditors was sent out last week by 
the creditors’ committee: 


To the Creditors of the Traders Paper Board Company: 

A receiver in insolvency has been appointed in the Chancery 
Court of New Jersey for the Traders Paper Board Company, and 
proceedings in bankruptcy have been brought against” the company 
in the United States District Court for the District of New Jersey. 
Realizing the necessity of united action among the creditors to 
preserve the property and business, if possible, as a going concern, 
to procure payment in full of all creditors’ claims, and to prevent 
expensive and unnecessary litigation, a majority of the creditors 
and stockholders of the company have asked the undersigned to 
act as a creditors’ committee. This committee consists of repre- 
sentatives of the secured creditors of the company, the unsecured 
creditors and the stockholders. The committee proposes to make 
an immediate investigation of the condition and prospects of the 
property and the business, and to prepare its recommendations to 
the creditors either for a reorganization of the company or for the 
prompt liquidation of the assets in the interests of all the creditors. 

The mill is now being operated by the receiver under the orders 
of the Chancery Court for a period of thirty days, in order to 
utilize the materials and supplies on hand and to fill existing orders.

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A. F. OF L. TO ARBITRATE UNIONS’ DISPUTE. 


The Conflict Between the Two Paper Makers’ Unions, Which 
Cropped Up in the Shutdown of the Great Northern Mills, 
Will Be Settled by the American Federation of Labor. 


Bancor, Me., November 18, 1907.—The labor difficulties at Mil- 
linocket, East Millinocket and Madison, involving the paper mak- 
ers in the mills of the Great Northern Paper Company in those 
places, were settled last week, as reported in THe Paper TRADE 
JournaL. By agreement the warring labor organizations have 
left the settlement of their difficulties to the American Federation 
of Labor, which is now in session at the Jamestown Exposition. 

The facts of the situation leading up to the closing of the mills 
are as follows: During the past two years the Great Northern 
Paper Company has been having serious trouble at its mill on 
account of contentions between the two labor organizations in the 
pulp and paper departments, these contentions arising over the 
question of jurisdiction. There has been no line of demarcation 
between the two unions. J. T. Carey, president of the so called 
Carey organization, which comprises the paper makers, has claimed 
jurisdiction over the men in both unions. Fitzgerald's organiza- 
tion has been striving for a line of demarcation which would 
definitely separate the pulp and sulphite workers from the paper 
makers. The question is one which can be settled only by the 
American Federation of Labor, but up to this time those who 
didn’t want to have this line of demarcation drawn’ have suc- 
ceeded in keeping it from the A. F. of L. 

This matter has caused so much trouble at the mill that the 
Great Northern Paper Company has been very anxious to have 
the question settled by the American Federation of Labor. Some 
time ago, in addition to this serious trouble, the paper makers 
made a demand for an advance in wages, and this matter was 
pressed by Mr. Carey to a point where the Great Northern felt 
that a strike was imminent, and therefore decided to discharge 
the paper makers and organize the whole of the mill under the 
Fitzgerald organization until the line of demarcation between the 
two unions could be arranged. During this last week when the 
mill was rapidly being organized with new men the paper makers 
decided to recede from the position they had taken in both of 
these matters and agreed, if they could go back to work, to con- 
tract at the old wages for a year’s time and leave the question of 
a line of demarcation to the A. F. of L., which is now in session 
at Jamestown, this decision to be absolute and final. 

In connection with the matter of wages it may be said that the 
Great Northern granted the request of the machine tenders that 
a fifth hand be put on the machines, this being the general custom 
in all mills in competition with the Great Northern. Heretofore 
the Great Northern has employed inspectors in its machine rooms 
in lieu of a fifth hand on the machines. : 

The proposition of the paper makers was very satisfactory to 
the Great Northern Paper Company, and also to the pulp and 
sulphite workers, and on Tuesday the men were given their old 


_ jobs and returned to work, there being room for all of the old 


men and those of the new men who wished to stay. A great deal 
of credit is due Stuart Reid, general organizer of the A. F. of L., 
in impartially viewing the situation and advising the paper makers 
in their action. The men returned to work in the best of feeling 
and will await the decision of the American Federation of Labor 
with interest, abiding by it as a just settlement of the difficulty 
which once threatened to be serious for the men, the company 
and the town which owes so much to the mill. 


Making White Paper from Brown Ground Board. 


A recent German invention, described in the Papier-Fabrikant, 
has for its object the manufacture, out of brown pulp (without 





the addition of cellulose, rags, esparto, etc.), of opaque printing 
paper, which can be printed on both sides, and which, even in thin 
grades, is sufficiently strong to allow of its being used on a quick 
running machine. 

The invention is based on the fact, established by the inventor, 
that brown pulp when electrolytically bleached in the manner usual 
for fibres and cellstuffs undergoes a marked change in its struc- 
ture, strength and felting properties, the product differing alike 
from ordinary white pulp and from brown pulp. These properties 
extend to the paper made from the pulp thus treated. Another 
advantage claimed is that the addition of cellulose is not required 
for making strong paper, the color being moreover a good white. 

Brown ground wood (from wood previously steamed) is either 
bleached electrolytically or by means of a bleaching fluid obtained 
by electrolytic process from a solution of salt. The pulp must, 
however, be of fibre long enough to insure a good felting on the 
paper machine. When the pulp has attained the necessary degree 
of whiteness it is run off into settling chests, where it is left for 
twenty-four hours, being then ready for use on the paper machine. 


Not in Favor of Prohibiting Export of Pulp Wood. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Sr. Joun, N. B., November 18, 1907.—Before the Canadian Club, 
on November 12, Lieutenant Governor Tweedie spoke on the pres- 
ervation of New Brunswick's forest lands. He urged a complete 
survey of the Crown lands of the province, to divide them into dis- 
tricts, and classify the lands according to quality of lumber, etc. 
On the proposal to prohibit the pulp wood export to the United 
States for manufacture he did not see that many pulp mills would 
be built in this province for years to come, and unless we had pulp 
mills of our own it was not business to prevent the export of the 
wood, 

He did not see the necessity at present for a policy of reforesta- 
tion in New Brunswick, but some tracts which had been burned 


_ over might well be set apart and lumbering on them for a term of 


years prohibited. He declared himself in favor of a public preserve 
to insure the upkeep of the rivers and streams, but said the main- 
tenance rested on the Dominion, not on the provincial governments. 
He strongly urged better forest fire protection laws, and quoted 
Maine’s laws favorably. He emphatically protested against cutting 
lumber under the regulation size, and also strongly urged the estab- 
lishment of a chaif of forestry in the University of New Brunswick. 
L. 


Improved Process of Making Wood and Straw Fibre. 


Messrs. Hellwig & Flamm, of Cologne, have discovered a cheap 
process of rendering wood, straw and similar substances suitable 
for better class papers. By their process it is claimed that there 
is no need to grind the wood, nor to boil it under steam pressure. 
The wood is prepared in such a way that it can be boiled in open 
vessels and then passed through a suitable machine. There is a 
consequent saving of power and of manufacturing cost. The fibres 
are said to be long and strong, being quite equal to cellulose. An- 
other advantage is that pieces of wood too small to grind and 
saw mill waste can be utilized by this method.

The Publishers’ Dragnet—“ Personal and Confidential.” 

In the hope of gathering some data that might -be useful in its 
campaign. against the so called “Paper Trust,” the paper com- 
mittee of the American Newspaper Publishers’ Association has 
this week sent broadcast to every paper man in the country a cir- 


cular letter asking for evidence of the evil doings of the manufac- 


turers. A separate sheet is enclosed for the “incriminating” 
answers. As the communication is marked “Personal and Confi- 
dential,” and as a pledge of confidence is given in regard to the 


information elicited, the disgruntled ones are counted on to re- 
cite their, woes. 

In the letter of the publishers special bait is thrown out to the 
jobbers, the alleged elimination of the latter by the manufacturer 
being the inducement to get them to seek revenge. 

While the publishers do not mention it in their circular, the fact 
is that the evidence they secure by this means will be used in 


their hoped for prosecution of the phantom “Paper Trust.” 


A consideration of the list of questions to which answers are 
expected will prove interesting. The first one of these is, “Jn what 
specific instances have the paper manufacturers eliminated the 
jobber?” Satisfactory answers to this question must be a diffi- 
cult task, even for those dealers who feel that they have been “elimi- 


nated,” the. natural result of all business competition being that 


some fellow is “eliminated” in every transaction, the successful bid- 
der being the one who eliminates him. 

Question No. 2.—IVhat notices have been received from mills, 
instructing jobbers to refuse further orders? is an easier one, espe- 
cially if it means the regulation notices that the mills cannot take 
on any more new business, and advise their trade of the fact. 
Any other interpretation of the question is incomprehensible. 

Question No. 3.—What information have you of arrangements 
between paper manufacturers for the advance of prices or the 
stoppage of competition, or the apportionment of customers or the 
restraint of trade? This is such a beautifully large interrogation, 
and goes so completely to the essence of the question, that we 
doubt if there is space enough on the blank for even a negative 
Perhaps some “eliminated” jobber may be able to supply 
some data on this “poser,” but if so he should be furnished with 
Question 4 is another version of the 


answer.

previous one. 


Question 5.—To what mills have your supplies or those of your 
customers been restricted and under what limitations? To this 
one the average jobber will ask: “What do they mean? We 
never heard of such a thing. Perhaps that is because we haven't 
sold the publishers for eight years.” The following query: From 
what selling agents are you permitted to receive quotations? will 
prove to be worse than Greek to most jobbers, as it is not within 
the range of their experience. Question 7 relates to disclosing 


names of customers. 


Question 8 reads: What information have you respecting the 
regulation of shipments by so called traffic managers or selling 
agents? We fail to see the pertinency of this question, as we know 
of no combination traffic arrangements of the mills, except possibly 
a reported one in the Northwest, the duties of the managers in this 
instance being to fight the railroads for more cars, and to see that 
the paper mills were not discriminated against in the supply of 
cars. To the question of withdrawals of quotations by the mills 
there should be bushels of replies, as the mills have been making a 
Ques- 
tion 10 suggests something absolutely new to the paper trade, name- 
ly, the offering of premiums to customers to allow the transfer of 
their orders from one mill to another. 


continuous performance of withdrawals for over a year. 


As to a secret bureau of 
information between the mills this is another “poser.” We would 


like to know its location. 


In regard to the difference between domestic and export prices 
of paper, there should be little trouble in getting correct data, as 
practically few quotations on foreign business have been made 
within the year, so difficult has it been to supply the domestic de- 
mand. Inducements for foreign shipments are therefore not worthy 
of consideration. What information have 
you about concert of action in the stoppage of mills in the summer 
time? As under ordinary conditions most of the mills of the 
country are down for a few weeks during either July or August, 
the suspiciously inclined will no doubt see concert of action in that 
very fact. . 


Question 14 reads: 


Under the last query the man with a grievance is invited to re- 
lieve himself of any other kind of information bearing directly or 
even remotely upon the matter, all of which will be “appreciated 
and treated confidentially.” 
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Trade Quieter—Due to Readjustment. 

Bradstreet’s, in its review of business conditions in its last issue, 
has the following to say about the trade situation: 

Trade as a whole is quieter, and industrial operations are being 
curtailed i: accord with the readjustment process forced by the 
prevailing monetary stringency and the spread of the acute cur- 
rency scarcity to the country at large. Evidences of this are 
found in the restriction of wholesale buying for future delivery, in 
the confinement of jobbing trade to purely filling-in proportions, 
and in the curtailment of retail buying by the necessary employ- 
ment of credit instruments. In manufacturing lines there is ap- 
parently a determination to fill orders only as they are received and 
an indisposition to accumulate stocks, the result here being a 
slowing down of operations pending the settlement of affairs upon 
a substantial basis. This industrial quieting is also in no small 
degree due to the fact that manufacturers, unable or unwilling to 
ask their employees to take pay in credit instruments, chose rather 
to reduce production to a point where operations can be conducted 
free from dispute as to the methods of payment employed. 

There are, however, some favorable elements which point to the 
rehabilitation process being well under way. There is, in the first 
place, an absence of anything like precipitate action in the business 
community, the first flurry of financial unsettlement has passed 
without much of the disorganization witnessed in other years, and 
there has succeeded a steady determination to make the best of a 
situation which by many is regarded as but temporary and not of 
a lasting, depressing kind. The situation in the larger financial 
markets is unquestionably more cheerful, gold arrivals from abroad 
continue very large, and the security markets display considerable 
steadiness, despite evident secondary liquidation inseparable from 
times like these. Urgent demands from the interior early caused 
an advance of the money premium, but later this demand weak- 
ened as the needs of the country were met by large shipments from 
New York and other centres, the arrival of great quantities of 
foreign gold, the increase of the volume of national bank circula- 
tion, and the growing familiarity of the people of the interior with 
the new credit instruments. One especially hopeful sign has been 
the renewal of grain purchases in the Northwest, exchange checks 
on larger interior markets being the medium of transfer, thus al- 
lowing’ of the resumption of grain forwarding and the buying of 
supplies at retail by the farmer. 

As a result, and in keeping with the progress of readjustment, 
Operations in practically all lines of trade and industry have been 
reduced, forces have been curtailed, and in some instances wages 
have been cut. Holiday trade has not developed to any extent, 
and business on spring account is of small proportions, the gen- 
eral desire among merchants being to act very conservatively. In 
some cases this conservatism has led to the cancellation of orders 
placed earlier in the season, and a number of houses have called 
in their traveling salesmen pending a clearing up of the financial 
situation, Business is still being done on the basis of clearing house 
certificates and cashiers’ checks. The domestic exchange markets 
are still unsettled, as the country banks seem to be disposed to 
build up unusually heavy reserves. Collections are very poor 
and the banks are not making new loans. Naturally, there is some 
criticism of the action of many bankers, who are pursuing rather 
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shortsighted methods in withohlding accommodations from deserv- 
ing depositors and borrowers, and there are at the same time un- 
solicited tributes to the commendable banking methods of others, 
who extend help where needed and deserved. At some large cen- 
tres bank deposits are decreasing. Bank clearings show heavy de- 
creases from last year, and the stock market continues inactive. 
At some points retail trade has slightly improved owing to ‘colder 
weather, one evidence of this being the cold weather at the South 
largely terminating the growth of cotton, but business is not by 
any means as active as it usually is at this season. While little 
grain or cotton is moving because of the inability of purchasers to 
do business on a cash basis, it is noteworthy that elevator men are 
again purchasing grain at Northwestern country towns. Some 
pressure is being brought to bear on holders of grain and cotton 
on which money has been loaned to market their products, so that 
gold can be secured in Europe. The rapid closing down of indus- 
trial plants, especially those engaged in the iron and steel trades, 
indicates that stocks will not become burdensome and that pro- 
duction will be adjusted to consumption, On the railways the sup- 
ply of cars is more abundant, and gross earnings thus far reported 
for October show an increase of 7.7 per cent. over the like month 
in 1906. Wheat exports this week are the largest, with one ex- 
ception, in five years. Failures are the largest in number of any 


week since January. 


The Wall Street Journal on the Business Situation. 

The acute monetary situation which has been so long the ad- 
verse feature in financial circles, says the Wall Street Journal, 
has at last struck the commercial world hard and suddenly. Manu- 
facturing plants are slowing down, labor is being discharged, and 
the movement of merchandise from first to second hands is being 
seriously curtailed. 

All this is not because of any real lack of demand, but is due 
largely to the inability to secure credit and to secure currency 
te pay labor. 

No one can recall a parallel to the commercial situation of to- 
day. We are evidently suffering from gold inflation, which has 
resulted in high commodity prices and overextension of credit.

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SAYS THE DE GRASSE POLLUTES RIVER. 


The State Commissioner of Health in a Recent Report Says 
That the Discharge from the Mill, Together With Sewage, 
Constitutes a Public Nuisance—Other Mills Interested. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Watertown, N. Y., November 18, 1907—Some time ago the 
village authorities of Canton, St. Lawrence County, N. Y., made 
complaint to thie State Board of Health against the pollution of the 
De Grasse River by the De Grasse Paper Company. The village 
of Canton gets its water supply from the stream a few miles below 
the paper mill, and the report of the State board after an investiga- 
tion of conditions is interesting, as many other towns are getting 
their water supply under similar conditions. The report, which is 
a long one, contains the following essential points: 

Domestic sewage and industrial waste were carefully considered 
separately, a distinction being made as to the amounts and effects 
of the discharge of these two classes, for the reason that domestic 
sewage affects essentially the question of public health and th¢ 
transmission of disease, and the industrial sewage affects health 
in a very slight degree, but the public comfort and convenience in 
a very marked degree. The only plant contributing any considerable 
pollution of industrial waste is that of the De Grasse Paper Com- 
pany. The plant of the company is fully described, together with 
its capacity and the various processes employed, and the details 
of the amount of waste discharged into the river from the various 
processes are carefully gone into. ‘ 

The report states that there is a marked contrast between the 
water of the De Grasse River above the mill and that below the 
mill. The water above the plant, although showing natural color, 
which is characteristic of most Adirondack streams, is clear, show- 
ing little or no turbidity, and no suspended matter or particles. 
Below the plant the effect on the river of the mill pollution was 
very apparent. The water in the stream was turbid and highly 
colored and covered with patches of foam, frequently observed 
below points of discharge from sulphite pulp mills. Both appear- 
ance and odor were characteristic of sulphuric liquor, and the water 
when collected in a glass contained a considerable amount of sus- 
pended matter readily identified as wood fibre. 

The observations taken at the village pump station show that the 
pollution had been diluted about 50 per cent., but there was a 
darker color of the fibre which was held in suspension. The more 
water there was in the river the more frequently was it neces- 
sary to clean the screens at the pumping station, this sometimes 
having to be done as often as once in two hours, while at times of 
very low water cleaning is not necessary oftener than once a week, 
owing, probably, to the less volume of the discharge on account 
of less extensive operation of the plant. The conclusion arrived at 
was that the more water there was in the river the more marked 
the pollution by fibre waste and consequent danger to the public 
comfort and convenience, and the lower the water in the river the 
greater its offensivness and danger to the public health on account 
of the chemical and bacteriological pollution. J 

In order to arrive at these results samples of the water were taken 
at three different places, one about one-eighth of a mile above the 
plant at the crest of the dam; the second about 1,000 feet below 
the plant, and the third at the pumping station. The conclusions 
drawn from the details set forth in the report are ‘as follows: 

First, that the river is polluted by domestic sewage from 125 
employees of the De Grasse Paper Company, and by industrial 
waste from the same plant amounting to about 13,000 pounds of 
mineral waste, composed of lime and sulphur compounds, and 
62,000 pounds of organic waste, consisting of dissolved woody mat- 
ter or finely divided pulp fibre daily. 

Second, the effect of the discharge of domestic sewage is to 
create a constant menace to the water supply of Canton from possi- 





ble water borne diseases breaking out among the employees of 
the De Grasse Paper Company. 

Third, the effect of the industrial discharge was to produce a 
condition of offense in the supply at times of low water, and 
seriously to interfere with the convenience of the people of the 
village from suspended matters and wood fibre discharged at all 
times. 

The report is signed by the State Commissioner of Health, and 
concludes by saying: “I believe, therefore, that the conditions found 
by this investigation to exist in De Grasse River are such as to 
constitute a public nuisance by reason of the injurious effects upon 
the public water supply of the village of Canton, created by the 
discharge therein of the domestic sewage and industrial wastes 
from the plant of the De Grasse Paper Company.” 

As yet no action has been taken against the De Grasse Paper 
Company to compel it to keep its waste out of the stream, though 
such action is being strongly urged. With a dozen pulp and paper 
mills within a few miles above the point from which the water 
supply of this city is taken, the outcome of the complaint made 
by Canton people is being watched for with much interest. Water- 
town filters its water, and beyond the taste imparted by sulphuric 
acid little fault has been found. B. 





Rumors of Shutting Down American Writing Mills. 


Rumors were prevalent Saturday that the American Writing 
Paper Company was to adopt a plan of closing down two or 
more mills at a time during the next few weeks. W. N. Caldwell, 
president of the company, when asked about the matter, said that 
the company’s usual policy was when orders became light in any 
of its divisions to close them down for a few days. No orders for 
closing any division down had yet been issued, and whether any 
would be given this week would depend upon the reports from 
the various mills. The company has recently inagurated a pub- 
licity department, and some statement from this department will 
undoubtedly be made if such steps are taken. As yet the state- 
ment that such a shutdown would be made in any definite mill 
would be premature.

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News FROM THE MILLS. 


The Johns-Manville Company suffered a fire loss of about $y0,- 
000 at its Milwaukee (Wis.) plant on Tuesday of last week. 

The Combined Locks (Wis.) Paper Company has been making 
some improvements to its water power arrangements of late. 

Work on the foundations of the new mill of the York Haven 
Pulp and Paper Company, of York Haven, Pa., is progressing 
rapidly. 

A suit has been commenced against the DePere Division of 
the American Writing Paper Company to secure an injunction 
preventing the use of flush boards on. the company’s dam, for the 
alleged reason that their use results in the raising of water so 
as to make a road impassable. 

A hot box in the fan of a tower at the North Leominster 
(Mass.) mill of the Geo. W. Wheelwright Paper Company caused 
a blaze at the mill’on Monday of last week; which resulted in 
about $1,500 damage to the shop and machinery, the machinery 
being damaged mostly by water. * 

While attempting to fix a pipe on the top of a boiler at the 
mill of the Wabash Coating Mills, Wabash, Ind., on Wednesday of 
last week, James Spencer received severe injuries by falling off 
the boiler, his head and shoulders hitting the cement flooring. 
Escaping steam had blinded him, causing the accident. 

The Wrenn Paper Company, of Middletown, Ohio, is installing 
the dust collecting system made by the Cyclone Blow Pipe 
Company, of Chicago, Ill. This new paper mill accessory is but 
one of the many additions to its equipment which the Wrenn 
Company has made, thereby bringing its mill absolutely up to date. 

Experiments in the use of peat, which are said to have been 
successful, were recently made for the Lamartine Peat and Power 
Company, of Fond du Lac, Wis. This company has an immense 
tract of peat land 7 miles west of Fond du Lac. A test of the 
peat for paper making purposes was recently made at a Beloit 
(Wis.) mill, 

Some experiments have been made by a paper mill in Beloit 
in making box board from peat fibre, which are said to have been 
very successful, so as to hold out a hope that new paper making 
fibre may be developed from peat. There are vast deposits of 
peat in Wisconsin, so that if peat should ever come to be used 
commercially for paper making purposes the Wisconsin mills 
would have the raw material practically at their doors. 


The trial of the six strikers of the James MacLaren Company’s 
pulp and lumber mills, Buckingham, Que., Canada, began in Hull 
on November 8, and the president of the company, Albert Mac- 
He told of the strikers making the first ad- 
vance against his property, and he had to hide behind a wood pile 
to escape the shots that ensued. Mr. MacLaren gave the new 
evidence that the company’s property was worth about $800,000. 


Laren, was heard. 


The Supreme Court of Canada has refused the appeal of the 
Riordon Paper Mills Company, of East Angus, Que., against a 
judgment ordering it to pay $3,500 damages arising out of a fatal 
accident to one of its workmen. The action was brought by the 
widow and children of the late John E. Cameron to recover 
damages on account of his death, alleged to be due to the negli- 
gence of the company in leaving certain dangerous machinery un- 
protected. 

The cement work on the new Fillmore & Slade paper mill at 
Bennington Falls, Vt., is now completed and the wooden frame 
in which the cement was cast is now being taken down. The 
entire structure, 60x170 feet, roof and all, is built of concrete and 
is therefore fireproof. The only inflammable material in the 
structure will be the window frames. Although the exterior of 
the building is completed it wilf take several months to put in the 
machinery and start up the mill. 


Shanty Men Forced to Work Cheaper. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Orrawa, Canada, November 18, 1907.—The shanties being nearly 
all supplied with men, pulp manufacturers are now able to get ex 
pert hands for $32 a month who a short time ago refused $35. The 
change is due to the large curtailment in lumber operations which 
require the same kind of labor. J. R. Booth, who manufactures 
pulp and lumber in large quantities, is reducing his lumber camps 
greatly, and so are many others; but it does not seem that any pulp 
or paper producers can follow that example owing to the low stocks 


on hand. G. 


Improvements in Methods of Boiling Rosin. 


A method of boiling rosin and other masses which froth easily 
has been patented by Otto Schmidt, of Heidenau, near Dresden. 
In the explanations published by the Papier-Fabrikant it is re- 
marked that the cooling surface in the systems now in use is not 
of sufficient extent, closed cooling surfaces being, moreover, in 
themselves undesirable. 

The new method includes a serpentine pipe extending upward 
from the boiler, which can be raised and lowered, with enough 
windings to give a sufficiently extensive cooling surface, overflow- 
ing being thus prevented. As the frothing begins the pipe is low- 
ered into the boiler, and by its windings allows of the froth 
cooling. 

According to the claims of the inventor, this system allows 
melting in open vessels in the minimum time of a larger quantity 
of rosin than can be treated by any other method. The quality 
of the size, whether 6 or 16 per cent. of soda is used, depends 
upon the melting and dissolving of the rosin. The higher the 
temperature the better is the rosin size, and the better and 
cheaper is the paper made with it. Rosin size can in this way 
be made at 10 to 16 per cent. cheaper than the price at which it 
can be purchased ready made. 


“Honor to Whom Honor Is Due.” 

The mere mention of the “Dilts rigid stand” beating engine 
touches a familiar chord, as every paper maker is acquainted with 
the reputation of that well-known and widely used machine. But 
of the growth of the firm's output and the wide distribution af its 
product the trade is not so well acquainted.

FOREIGN NOTES. 


Ytterstfors Travaruaktiebolag has decided to erect a new wood 
pulp mill at Ytterstfors, Sweden. 


Large German Paper Mill Burned Down. 
The Langner Paper Mill at Ullersdorf, Isergebirge, Germany, was 
destroyed by fire on October 24, only a portion of the buildings hav- 
ing been saved. 


Exposition of Swedish Paper in Australia. 
The Swedish consul at Melbourne is organizing in a large build- 
ing hired for the purpose a permanent exposition of Swedish manu- 
factures, paper being prominently represented. 


Projected German Paper and Pulp Factory. 

German reports speak of the contemplated erection of a cellstuff 
and Kraft paper factory at Ahlhorn, Oldenburg. The necessary of- 
ficial permits are reported to have been obtained, and further par- 
ticulars are being looked for with interest. 


New Finnish Cellulose Factory. 

The Lahtis sulphate cellulose factory, now approaching comple- 
tion, will be one of the most important Finnish concerns in its 
branch, using the waste wood from the sawmills of Vesiarvi. A 
yearly product of 6,000 tons is anticipated, 


Swiss Paper Manufacturers Advance Prices. 

According to Swiss reports the paper manufacturers of that coun- 
try have decided upon an advance of 15 per cent. in the price of 
news, to take effect January 1. There is said to be such an active 
demand for that class of paper in Switzerland that Germany is send- 
ing in large quantities, in spite of the freight and duty. 


Paper Sheets for Hospitals. 

The Papier-Fabrikant reports a proposal of Dr. Hillenberg for 
the use of paper instead of woven materials for hospital sheets, the 
risk of infection being considerably diminished by the fact that the 
sheets can be burnt instead of being washed. Paper handkerchiefs 
for the use of hospital patients are likewise recommended for sim- 
ilar reasons, 


Germany Largest Consumer of American Rosin. 

According to a comparative table recently issued by the United 
States Department of Agriculture the total exports of American 
rosin in 1905 were about 746,000,000 pounds, of which Germany took 
about 27 per cent. and England about 24 per cent, For the nine 
months ending September last the relative proportions were 31 per 
cent. and 22 per cent, 

Cheaper Freight for Swedish Paper. 

The export committee of the Association of Swedish Paper Manu- 
facturers has been making efforts to secure lower freights for 
Swedish paper and pulp, not only for export but also for the do- 
mestic trade. The latter measure is said to be necessitated by the 
growing compétition which Swedish manufacturers experience from 
imported articles in the above line. 


-New Large Swedish Industrial Works. 

The Stora Kopparbergs Bergslags Aktiebolag will erect the fol- 
lowing new works at Skutskar (where the company already has 
very large sulphite and sulphate mills and one of the largest saw- 
mills in Sweden): A large coke factory; a paper mill; a factory 
for the producing of bricks (made of sand mixed with lime). 
The harbor of Skutskar will be much improved and enlarged. 


Swedish Government Investigations Regarding Wood. 
The Swedish Government made an appropriation of 9,500 kronor 
($2,660) for the purpose of enabling Prof. Peter Klason to con- 


tinue the investigations he has now been conducting for three years 


into the organic substances and other products obtained from woods 
of various kinds. The experiments in conjunction with these re- 
searches will be carried on by a greup of engineers and experts. 
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One of them will give special attention to the question of obviating 
the results of the pollution of water courses by refuse liquids from 
sulphite and other factories. 


Norway to Utilize Sawmill Waste for Pulp. 


Swedish advices report that the proposed extensive utilization of 
sawmill waste in Norway by pulp factories is causing anxiety in 
Sweden, which has hitherto been receiving large quantities of this 
waste for use as firewood. One of the pulp factories (that situated 
at Fredrikstad) proposes to make annually 6,000 tons of sulphite 
cellstuff from the waste of the sawmills and planing mills in the 
vicinity, of which the entire product has been secured by the new 
concern. The establishment of another paper factory on the like 
basis is spoken of as probable. 


Argentina Increasing Purchases of Pulp and Paper. 
A return published by the Buenos Ayres Handels-Zeitung gives 
the following details of the comparative imports during the first six 
months of 1906 and 1907:

Bleaching of Wood Cellulose. 

In a recent communication to the Wochenblatt fiir Papier Fabri- 
kation Herr A. Klein deals with the bleaching of wood cellulose, 
including the electrolytic process, He points out that in the case of 
bisulphite cellulose there is required 12% per cent. of chloride of 
lime, while the loss of material varies from 9 to 15 per cent. For 
soda cellulose there is used 14 to 18 per cent. of chloride of lime, 
the loss being 9 to 12 per cent. Sulphuric cellulose requires 10 to 
i5 per cent. of chloride of lime and loses 8 to 10 per cent. The alka- 
line reaction of the bleaching liquor lengthens the time required for 
bleaching, on account of the transitory formation of a red coloring 
substance, which it is necessary to destroy. 


Scandinavians Combine in Advancing Prices. 


At the recent autumn convention of Swedish Paper Manufac- 
turers, held in Stockholm, a general f~™nrovement was reported in 
market conditions. The section deal h news had invited the 
participation of delegates representin, . vegian makers of 
that class of paper. During its deliberations a minimum selling 
price was established, to be adhered to by the manufacturers of 
both countries, Further particulars given by the Morgenbladet, of 
Christiania, state that this action of the producers of news is owing 
to the fact that a large part of the production of the coming year is 
sold, ground wood pulp having moreover advanced in price. Owing 
to the existence of many contracts this advance will not immediately 
affect the principal consumers, who in Scandinavia usually make 
their arrangements to cover a term of three years. 


Impregnating Substance for Fibrous Materials. 


Under a German patent granted to a Swiss inventor it is claimed 
that a plastic mass can be produced for the insulation and impregna- 
tion of fibrous materials (linen, paper, etc.) by a mixture of heated 
vegetable, animal or mineral wax with Chinese or Japanese wood oil 
(or other oil of that class) brought to the same temperature. Par- 
affin, ozokerit, carnauba, or other wax is heated to 20° C. (36° Fahr.) 
over its melting point, being then mixed wih the above named oil. 
The temperature is then diminished, but is kept at least at that of 
the melting point of the wax. The paper or linen is immersed in 
this mass, where it is left a certain length of time. After the super- 
fluous impregnating substance has been let drop frém the material 
under treatment the latter is brought into a hardening room, at a 
temperature of 40° to 80° C. (104° to 176° Fahr.). In a few hours 
the impregnating substance becomes completely hardened and can- 
not be softened even under the influence of heat.

CATALOGUES SENT UPON APPLICATION 
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PUBLISHERS’ STATEMENTS QUESTIONED. 


Albert H. Walker Takes Don C. Seitz and the Publishers to 
Task for Misstatements in Regard to the Interest and Divi- 
dends Which the International Paper Company Pays Out. 


The following letter, written by Albert H. Walker, a New York 
attorney, appeared in last Sunday’s New York Tribune: 

Sir—The printed matter which the American Newspaper Pub- 
lishers’ Association is circulating in influential quarters as the prin- 
cipal part of its present war upon the American manufacturers of 
white news paper includes a statement of Don C. Seitz, of the 
New York World, which was made by him at the meeting on Sep- 
tember 19, 1907, of that association at the Waldorf-Astoria Hotel, 
in New York city. That part of the statement of Mr. Seitz which 
related to the International Paper Company was as follows: 

“Now look at the International Paper Company. That company 
has outstanding today in preferred stocks, bonds, etc., $69,000,000, 
and it does a gross annual business, at the outside, of about $21,- 
000,000. You are sufficient mathematicians to know how mucha 
profit the International Paper Company has got to make on that 
$21,000,000 to pay even 5 per cent. on $60,000,000. Isn't it about 
35 per cent.? What manufacturing business, honestly conducted, 
pays anybody 35 per cent.? How many of your businesses pay 
35 per cent. on your gross output? The average manufacturing 
business if it can make 15 per cent. is doing magnificently well with 
the tariff behind it, and we haven't any tariff at all.” 

Although this statement does not expressly assert that the Inter- 
national Paper Company pays to its stockholders and bondholders 
5 per cent. on $60,000,000 of stocks and bonds, it does make that 
implication, and that implication is the foundation of the whole 
paragraph. But the truth is that the International Paper Com- 
pany pays out interest and dividends on only $41,134.700 of bonds 
and stocks, so that Mr. Seitz exaggerated nearly 50 per cent. the 
fundamental fact upon which he based his statement. 

In speaking of the gross annual business of the International 
Company Mr. Seitz was not so inaccurate, for he said that it 
amounts to about $21,000,000 at the outside, whereas it really 
amounted during the year ended June 30, 1907, to $21,841,486.36. 

Having stated that its gross business was $21,000,000, and having 
implied that the company paid out 5 per cent. of $60,000,000 as in- 
terest and dividends, he stated that 5 per cent. on $60,000,000 of 
stocks and bonds amounted to 35 per cent. of $21,000,000 of gross 
business. It is true that he made this statement in the form of a 
question which he put to his hearers, but he coupled that ques- 
tion with a statement that his hearers were sufficient mathema- 
ticians to know that the statement was correct, 

Having thus calculated that the International Paper Company 
was paying out in interest and dividends 35 per cent. of its gross 
business per annum, he criticised that payment as much too large, 
and substantially said that 15 per cent. instead of 35 per cent. 
would be enough. But if Mr. Seitz will submit his arithmetical 
calculation to some schoolboy who has studied arithmetic as far 
as addition, subtraction, multiplication and division, and also as 
far as percentage, he will learn from that schoolboy that 5 per cent. 
on $60,000,000 is less than 15 per cent. on $21,000,000, instead of 
being 35 per cent., as Mr. Seitz calculated. 

It was surprising enough that Mr. Seitz made that obvious error 
in arithmetic, but it was still more surprising that the American 
Newspaper Publishers’ Association should afterward print and 
thus impliedly indorse that calculation and circulate it as proof 
that the International Paper Company has been dividing among 
its stockholders and bondholders 35 per cent. of its gross income. 
But absurd as Mr. Seitz’s calculation was, and its promulgation 
by the American Newspaper Publishers’ Association is, it is really 
not as much out of conformity with truth as are several other 
statements that have been printed and promulgated under the name 


of that association against the International Paper Company and 
the other sixty-eight independent manufacturers of white news 
paper in the United States. 

The truth on this particular point is that the amount of interest 
and dividends paid out by the International Paper Company on all 
its bonds and stocks during the fiscal year ended June 30, 1907, 
was almost exactly $2,380,000, which was between 10 and II per 
cent. of the $21,841,486.36, which constituted the gross income of 
the company. This percentage of that gross income, which was 
thus distributed as interest and dividends, being less than three- 
quarters of 15 per cent., which Mr. Seitz appears to think would 
be about fair, I should like to learn what reason he could give 
for any further complaint that the International Paper Company 
is charging too much for its paper. Apert H. WALKER.

Satisfactory Volume of Trade in the Miami. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Dayton, Ohio, November 18, 1907.—Trade conditions could be 
a great deal worse than they are, Under the circumstances Miami 
Valley tradesmen feel that they are “in clover.” The volume of 
trade continues satisfactory, despite the situation in financial circles, 
and while it is apparent thatthe wants of the future will be filled 
rather conservatively, and jobbers will not allow themselves to be 
overstocked, the situation is not without its pleasing features. 

It is claimed that the let-up will of necessity put a check to the 
steady advance in prices, which has been a bugbear in certain quar- 
ters and a tonic in others. In most cases the advances are admitted 
to have been justified, but there is an element calling for restric- 
tion somewhere along the line, and those are the “fellows” who are 
just now chuckling to themselves. They believe they see the be- 
ginning of the end of high prices. Others contend that conditions 
in the paper trade differ from those in many other lines, and that 
scarcity of raw materials are alone sufficient to continue the firm- 
ness of the market prices, if indeed it does not result in a constant 
stimulation and a continued steady advance in price lists. 

Just where the jumping off place is located is concerning some 
of the paper contingent, but they have been up against so many 
problems in the past two years that they are not losing any more 
sleep over the situation than they ever did. All report collections 
rather slow, but up to this time the mills have been able to pay off 
in cash, or checks equivalent to cash, no scrip being used here. 
Clearing house checks have been in use in Cincinnati for some time.

Machine for Making Pulp from Wood Shavings. 


A German patent granted to Ludwig Roth, of Kirchberg, Saxony, 
covers an improvement in machines for the production of wood 
pulp from shavings, the latter being ground between a rotating mill- 
stone and a foundation of stone. The improvement consists in 
grinding the shavings sufficiently fine by passing them once through 
the machine. 

Fig. 1 shows the side view of the new grinder in section. Fig. 2 is 
a front view in section. Fig. 3 represents the foundation b seen 
from above. 

In these machines as now operated the shavings coming in water 
from the channel a are conveyed between the stones b and c, being 
there ground and then d going toward the trough e, this process 
being repeated several times. 

With a view to increase the grinding effect of the rotating mill- 
stones they are fluted, this principle being likewise applied in the 


new invention to stone foundations, so that when the millstones ro- 
tate they engage with the furrows in the foundations. In this way 
the shavings are sufficiently ground by passing once (or at most 
twice) through the machine. 


Improvements in Artificial Stone for Grinding. 

Grindstones of artificial stone for wood grinding have been usu- 
ally made in one piece, requiring a long time to dry, and even 
when dry outside the external portion forms a crust, which will 
not allow of the internal moisture escaping. The soft and irregu- 
lar portions are only discovered in the course of use. 

An invention described in the Papier-Fabrikant for Obviating 
this difficulty is based on the separate drying of sections of 
stamped concrete made of sand and cement. These sections are 
of such a form as to ensure the rapid and complete drying of the 
innermost core. 

With a view to the proper fitting of the parts, the edges can 
be indented or roughed. The same composition as that of the 
parts is used to join them together. The lines of separation dis- 
appear and the stone becomes a homogeneous whole. The sepa- 
rate parts can be made in any way desired. According to the 
patent the use of iron reinforcements is likewise covered by its 
provisions. 


Regulation of Felts and Cloths on Machine. 

The new appliance introduced by M, Edouard Pelgeais and de- 
scribed in the Revue de la Papeterie claims to be much more simple 
than the systems hitherto known. Its extreme sensibility and the 
solidity of its parts insure regularity of operation, while securing 
the proper working of the felts and cloths, thus preventing the edges 


of the felts from being torn by rubbing against the framework of 
the machine. 

Another advantage claimed is that the paper will always be 
equally dry and flat throughout its entire length. Moreover, the 
appliance is said to allow of safely running at high speeds, relieving 
the men on the machine during a troublesome starting from having

to look after the drying felts, the normal working of which is al- 
ways insured. 

Working on bar A are placed two plates B, between which the 
felt passes. As soon as the latter is displaced on one side or the 
other it carries with it the plates B, and thus also displaces square 
C, at the extremity of which are mounted ratchets ee. At this mo- 
ment one of the ratchets engages with the pawl F articulated on the 
end of the guide roller, which in turning gives it an oscillating 
movement round axis O, at the same time as an up and down mo- 
tion, which movements turn the ratchet and the screw F. The lat- 
ter is carried forward by the ratchet by means of the key fixed on 
rod D and guided by groove G on the screw. The screw in turning 
displaces the slot H, and consequently the guide roller. 


Removal of Fatty Substances from Oiled Paper. 

A process, for which a German patent has been granted to A. E. 
Hauffe, of Pulsnitz, Saxony, is based on the known fact that super- 
fluous fluids and fatty substances can be taken up and removed by 
means of blotting paper. The paper web 13 saturated with oil, com- 
ing from the roll 1 first passes round several tension rollers, and is 
conducted on them between the webs of blotting paper 14 and 15. 
The latter are passed round tension rollers 5 and 6, the three webs 
being carried round the cylindrical rotating portion 7. The firm 
position of the three webs 13, 14, 15, and their passage round the 
rotating portion, is insured, partly by the tension rollers 4, 5 and 6 
and partly by the adjustable soft pressing rolls 8. The three webs 


leave the rotating portion by means of the rollers 9, being then sep- 
arately taken up by the rolls 10, 11 and 12. 

In the specification the patent claims as summarized are for a 
process intended to remove superfluous fatty substances from paper 
saturated with oil or oily preparations, the oily paper being con- 
ducted between two webs of blotting paper over a cylindrical por- 
tion rotating in the direction in which the three webs are running.

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FLYWHEEL EXPLOSIONS IN MILLS. 


The Hard Usage, Necessity for Speed Variation and Moisture, 
All Tell on Paper Mill Engines—The Desire for Increased 
Product Results in Increased Speed. 


Within the past few weeks serious explosions in paper mills in 
Wisconsin, New York and Vermont have called attention to the 
frequent occurrence of this class of accident. A prominent manu- 
tacturer of paper mill machinery is authority for the statement 
that a month rarely passes without witnessing the failure of one 
or more paper mill wheels. The reports do not always appear in 
the press dispatches—neither the engine builders nor the unfortu- 
nate owners enjoy this sort of publicity—nevertheless these acci- 
dents occur with increasing frequency and quite out of proportion 
to other lines of manufacture. 

Why should paper mill wheels be especially liable to accident? 
As a rule these wheels are not large—they are very small in com- 
parison with textile mill or rolling mill wheels. They do net 
usually run at high rates of speed. They are not subject to great 
variations of loads. They are generally provided with all neces- 
sary safety appliances. They are in the hands of manufacturers 
who are unusually practical and thorough managers. Why then 
are explosions so common? Possibly we can suggest one or two 
reasons. 

The first and most obvious suggestion is that a paper mill runs 
all the twenty-four hours, which increases the chancts of accident 
over most other mills in the proportion of twenty-four to ten. 
Again, paper mill engines are often old—considerably older than 
those in other lines of manufacture. This may be because a very 
large proportion of them were installed at a time when the paper 
business was exceptionally promising and many new mills were 
building. It may also be because they have been kept in service 
longer. In other lines a manufacturer, wishing to double his ca- 
pacity, discards his old engine and buys a new one of twice the 
power. The paper manufacturer buys a new paper: machine and 
a new engine to run it, but retains the old engine in service also. 

Of course an old engine is never as safe as a new one—constant 
vibration and strain must some day exhaust the limit of elasticity 
of every bolt and pin and rod. Even the castings of frame and 
flywheel are subject to strains that gradually affect their strength. 
The writer has frequently found that a decided permanent set had 
been given a solid wheel casting “by the light but infinitely re- 
peated slap of a heavy belt. Of course this implies long years of 
service, but we must not forget that ten years in a paper mill 
equals twenty-four years in most other industries. 

A$ a consequence of being old, paper mill engines are often old 
style. This is especially true of the type of safety devices and 
wheel joints. A large majority of paper mill wheels are made in 
halves, with split hubs and internal flanges on the rim, a type of 
construction once considered excellent, but now rapidly being 
superseded by a more modern design. These wheels also are apt 
to be light. The regular and uniform character of paper mill load 
does not require a heavy wheel, as in a rolling mill or in electric 
service, and the engine builder takes advantage of this and saves 
in the weight of his wheel. The relative value of the paper ma- 
chine and the engine that drives it has some influence. A paper 
mill steam engine cannot be favored or nursed by the engineer, 
but must stop or start to meet the requirements of the paper 
machine. If either machine is to be sacrificed for the other it is 
the cheaper one, namely, the steam engine. 

In many paper mills the requirements in the way of speed varia- 
tion tell against the engine; the repeated use of these devices not 
cnly increases wear but it also increases the liability to get out of 
order and the chances of mal-adjustment. The moisture which pre- 
vails in most paper mill atmospheres not only increases the danger 


of slipping or distorted belts, but also helps to rust and destroy 
such parts of the engine as are not kept dry by continuous service, 
such as the safety devices and portions of the governor mechan- 
ism. Still, again, we account as a cause of accident the increase 
in speed. The easiest way to increase product in a paper mill is 
to increase the speed of the machine. There are few machines 
that have not been speeded up within the last ten years. The 
margin of safety allowed by the engine builder, usually only three 
to one, has been considerably reduced, under the stimulus of the 
desire for increased product. Here are some reasons for the 
rather alarming increase in the number of engine accidents in 
paper mills. It is certainly worth the attention of every prudent 
manufacturer. MAcHINISsT. 


Paper Making in Mexico. 


Some years ago, according to a recent statement in the Papier- 
Fabrikant, there were in Mexico only four or five small and most- 
ly inefficient paper factories. The largest among them, the San 
Rafael y Anaxeas, increased its capital, modernized its plant, and 
now has two establishments, in which the Mexican paper manu- 
facture has practically been concentrated. The principal factory 
makes 35 to 50 tons a day and the other one 20, the latter (at 
Progreso) being exclusively in fine grades. 

The progress of Mexican paper manufacture has been aided by 
the extent to which the population reads newspapers; the circula- 
tion of the Imparcial being over 100,000 a day. The paper ma- 
chine on which the San Rafael mill makes its news was installed 
some five years ago by the Pusey & Jones Company, and is run- 
ning day and night. It is of interest to note that the Pusey & 
Jones Company has furnished the machines of most recent in- 
stallation in the principal Mexican paper factories, those of older 
date having been furnished by Swiss and German machine manu- 
facturers. 

While a small quantity of wood pulp is imported from the 
United States (the value for 1906 having been $59,130), the bulk 
of the requirements of the San Rafael Company is supplied by 
Scandinavia, being shipped through Hamburg. Five sulphite boil- 
ers are, however, now in operation at the works, besides cellulose 
boilers. The wood is obtained from the forests belonging to the 
company. : 

Much attention has been given to the question of using various 
plants for the manufacture of paper, the cactus, aloe and agave 
being regarded as the future source of supply of raw material 
for the Mexican paper industry. 

The waste liquids from the entire San Rafael factory are run 
out upon adjacent meadows, where they are let settle. The resi- 
due is used in the manufacture of wrapping paper and of the 
pasteboard used for match boxes. 

From the enormous increase of the consumption of paper in 
Mexico it would seem that there is an extensive development of 
culture in that country, the two going together, according to 
the generally received opinion. 


Butterick Company’s Dividend Passed. 


Directors of the Butterick Company, of New York, have passed 
the quarterly dividend of 1 per cent., paid regularly since 1902. 
The following statement has been issued in explanation: 

“Under usual conditions the directors of the Butterick Company 
would at this time have declared the regular dividend on the stock 
of the company. The company has a good surplus from which 
to pay such a dividend; it is discounting all its. bills, and its obli- 
gations are less than they have been for some time. But it is the 
opinion of the directors that, considering general present financial 
conditions, wise management of the business makes it advisable 
to postpone the declaration of such a dividend until developments 
show just what action it is best to take.”

PAPER.—At all the large trade centres the outlook in the paper 
business was decidedly encouraging during the week. Reports 
from the leading distributing points stated that the financial flurry 
was practically over and that business conditions were gradually 
returning to a normal state again. Consumers are still somewhat 
timid in buying, as is shown by the smallness of their purchases. 
Buyers in general continue to restrict themselves to supplies suffi- 
cient only for immediate consumption. The scarcity of currency is 
being relieved as quickly as possible, and credit facilities are much 
improved, all of which will help to produce a better feeling and an 
increased activity in the paper business of the country. The dealers 
are all handling a fairly good business despite the disturbances in 
the financial world. In view of the irregularity of collections and 
the money stringency most of the large jobbers are confining their 
operations for the time being to taking care of only their regular 
customers, The manufacturers are not discouraged over the market 
situation, because with few exceptions the mills have on hand suf- 
ficient orders to keep them busy for a while yet. The mills are 
running closer, as is shown by the promptness with which recently 
placed orders are being delivered, but in most instances they have 
enough tonnage to tide them over the present market slump. The 
most active stock just now is News paper. The 6ther grades are 
moving in smaller volume, owing to the curtailment policies of 
buyers brought about by the monetary situation. Quotations on all 
grades of paper hold firm. We quote:

WOOD PULP.—The Ground Wood market was devoid of new 
features this week. The pulp mills at many points were troubled 
with high water, and operations had to be suspended for several 
days at a few places. Buyers report that it is as difficult as ever to 
secure additional supplies for shipment over the remainder of 
1907. Considerable guantities of both Domestic and Canadian pulp 
are being: offered for delivery next year at prevailing prices. Pro- 


ducers expect to have a good winter for getting out their wood, the 
scarcity of wood being one of the chief troubles just now. 

WOOD FIBRES.—The demand for additional lots of Foreign 
Bleached and Unbleached Sulphite is not as brisk as it was a few 
weeks ago. A fair business is being done on the Unbleached article. 
Importations continue heavy, but these are mostly on regular con- 
tracts, especially for the Bleached product. Prices on both grades 
of Foreign remain unchanged, No new developments occurred in 
the Domestic market during the week, The shutdown at the Ka- 
tahdin mill in Maine still continues, and part of the Burgess plant 
closed down for lack of wood last week. This has helped to 
strengthen the market. The demand is of fair proportions, and the 
mills are making prompt deliveries on regular orders. Prices con- 
tinue firm. We quote:

CHINA CLAY.—The demand for the English article is of fair 
proportions, while business on the Domestic product is moderate- 
ly active. Quotations on both makes hold steady at $11@17.50 
per ton on the English and $8@o9 per ton for the Domestic. 

TALC.—A fair demand prevailed during the week, but the 
market activity at present is confined chiefly to deliveries on 
existing contracts. Producers report that they have plenty of 
business on hand, and all plants continue to run on full time. 
Prices remain steady at $9 and upward per ton. 

ROSIN.—A further decline of 25 cents on paper makers’ rosin 
was recorded during the week. There is only a light demand, 
and the supply is of ample proportions. Grade “F” for paper 
makers’ use was quoted at $3.30@3.35 at Savannah, with $4 being 
asked in the New York market. 

ALKALI.—New business is not as active, but shipments on 
regular contracts continue of good, steady volume. Nearly all 
large consumers have provided for their future requirements. 
Prices hold steady at 90@o5c. for 48 per cent. f. 0. b. works. 
Quotations on high test remain at 82@87'%c. 

BLEACHING POWDER.—The demand, as far as new business 
is concerned, is not very active. Deliveries on old contracts con- 
stitute the great part of the activity at present. The movement is 
sufficiently large to prevent any accumulations. Prices continue 
unchanged at 1.30c. for spot and 1.25c. and up for carloads. 

CAUSTIC SODA.—There is a moderate demand for small sized 


lots from consuming interests. Regular contract deliveries are 
moving in good volume. Quotations remain at 1.75@1.80c., and 
1oc. higher on 60 per cent. f. 0. b. works. Powdered is moving 
tairly well at 254@3c. point of delivery. 

SAL SODA.—The market continues rather quiet, and no new 
developments of interest occurred during the week. Withdrawals 
on present contracts continue on a steady. basis. Quotations re- 
main unchanged at 7oc. and up f. o. b.; 13¢c. and up is still being 
quoted on concentrated. 

ALUM (Sulphate of Alumina).—Activity is lacking in this mar- 
ket, and, aside from shipments on regular contracts, business is of 
small dimensions. What new orders are being placed are only suffi- 
cient to meet current needs. Prices remain steady at 1@I.75 per 
100 pounds. 

BRIMSTONE.—tThe situation in this has not changed materially 
curing the week, and no new moves have been made by either 
the American or Italian producers.

Throwing Away Money in Miami. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Dayton, Ohio, November 18, 1907.—Diging these strenuous 
financial days, as one’s thoughts revert to te troublous days of 
1893, when your correspondent recorded a number of failures from 
this district in the paper trade, it is quite refreshing to be able 
to chronicle a news item of positive worth—one which will warm 
the cockles of the heart of the average tradesman and make him 
think that the future is not as dark and gloomy as it appeared 
yesterday. 

Here’s the story: While assorting a bale of rags in the ragroom 
at the Franklin Box Board and Paper Company’s plant at Frank- 
lin workers were dumfounded to discover a large quantity of mu- 
tilated currency, apparently of $1 denomination. While the bills 
did not appear to be of greater value, there was a whole kegful, 
and the finders were naturally elated. When the bale was opened 
a bit of a bill was discovered by one of the sorters, and this bale 
was carefully removed from the others and later a thorough ex- 
amination made, with the result that whole armfuls of green- 
backs were gathered up and placed in a pile. When packed down 
the pieces filled a keg—a large sized keg, not the ordinary “pony.” 

It is difficult to determine the value of the mutilated money, 
but it will be considerable. The bits of bills have been turned over 
to the Government authorities, who are as much mystified over the 
discovery as the mill men. It is supposed that some one, fearful 
that a small fortune might be lost in bank, withdrew the money 
and hid it, with the result that it was dumped out as worthless 
truck by some other member of the family. A Springfield woman 
burned an old shoe the other day which contained all of her 
husband’s savings, while a Lebanon man went to the bank with 
a bushel basket and withdrew his deposit in silver dollars.
